TrfiSFNTTAL FACTORS 

On August 4, the Rwandan Government and the Rwandan 
Patriotic Front signed a peace accord ending nearly three years 
of war The accords provide for the creation of a coalition 
aovernment which will ultimately lead the country to multiparty 
democratic elections. The United States played a key role in 
?he peace negotiations and also helped finance an OAU force to 
monitor the ?ease-fire. Following the UNGA, President 
Saoya^imana plans to pass .through Washington to thank the 
tirvitori spates for its assistance. In addition, he win 
probably ask for Vs support for a UN peacekeeping force to 
help implement the peace accords. 

A vice Presidential meeting would demonstrate our support 
for peaceful conflict resolution and democratization in 
Africa Although the peace accords still must be implemented 
and tne issue of peacekeepers remains unresolved, the peaceful 
negotiation of a political settlement in Rwanda remains one of 
the African continent's important success stories.
